The current amendment to claims 8,12,20 and 26 does not overcome the 1 12nd paragraph rejection made on the last Office Action 
mailed on May 18, 2005 (claims 3 also have the same limitation). 

The new amendment cites that the latch at least partially secures a component at least partially disposed between the latch and the 
chassis. It still unclear how a component can be positioned between the latch and the chassis, wherein the latch is hingedly secure to the 
chassis second side. Further, the latch only secures one element, the cover or panel by means of the tab/slot connection. 

Also, the applicant fails to give at least an explanation on how this new amendment to claims 8,12,20 and 26 could overcome the 112nd 
paragraph rejection..
